HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 26— 
(U P) — President Roosevelt re­ 
ported today th a t he and P ost­ 
m aster General Jam es A. Farley 
were “in complete agreem ent” af­ 
ter long conversations in which 
the political situations in several 
states were explored.

quotation, however, the chief exe­ 
cutive would not go. 
Observers, nevertheless, were of 
the opinion th a t “com plete agree­ 
m ent” m eant th a t the President 
would 
invade 
M aryland 
in

Hen. Millard Tydings inasm uch as 
Farley 
yesterday said th a t 
he 
would urge such a course. 
Back to New York 
F arley left the W hite House a t 
8 a. rn., returning to New Y ork 
afte r having spent the night as 
the guest of the President. It was 
his first visit w ith Mr. Roosevelt 
in m ore than a m onth and a half. 
The president, in his sh irt sleev­ 
es and w ithout a tie. received news 
paperm en in his study shortly be 
fore noon and 
was 
bombarded 
with questions dealing with poll 
tics. 
Reminded th a t the W orker’s Al­ 
liance, according to reports, would 
defy H arry Hopkins, W orks P ro­ 
gress adm inistrator, who recently 
assailed any m ovem ent to collect 
cam paign 
contributions 
from 
W .P.A. 
workers, 
the 
President 
backed up 
Hopkins

w ords: 
“I sincerely hope the people on 
relief will

Here the President was asked 
as to the national reaction to his 
assertion th a t entry into direct pri­ 
m aries by voters other than those 
of the p arty concerned constitu t­ 
ed a violation of political m orality 
and he observed th a t the response 
was 1,000 percent favorable.

54, a Negro barber 
who removed from Austin, Texas, 
to Chillicothe about three years 
ago 
was 
held 
in 
the 
Ross 
county jail, Friday, aw aiting a j 
hearing on charges of first degree 
m urder of Fred T urrer, 39, form- J 
erly of Circleville. 
W alker, sher- I 
iff’s deputies charged, adm itted i 
m urdering T urner on the W. W ater j 
street hill in Chillicothe W ednes­ 
day afternoon. 
The shooting was 
the result of an argum ent over 
a Chillicothe Negress. W alker is 
alleged to have adm itted. 
The first degree m urder charge 
was to be filed in the office of 
Justice of the Peace Sam Briggs by I 
Deputy Sheriff Den Lowery. 
Lowery claimed th a t W alker, 
who was arrested shortly after 
Ti + ner’s body was found $hot twice 
and beaten, adm itted that he bad 
“planned for two weeks” to kill 
Turner. 
He said th at he used his 
own revolver and tossed it into 
the Scioto river after the crime 
was committed. Divers wrere seek- 
ink the revolver. 


Funeral Held Friday 


Funeral services were held in 
Chillicothe Friday for Turner, who 
lived in Circleville until 1920 dur­ 
ing which tim e he was employed 
by the C ontainer Corporation. 
W alker, who had m aintained in­ 
nocence after 
his 
arrest, saying 
th at he was in a theatre at the 
time the 
shooting 
took 
place, 
broke down 
during questioning. 
He said “it ain’t no use to take a 
lot of time. I killed him and that^s 
that." 
He told the sheriff’s aides th at 
he took a walk W ednesday after­ 
noon th a t took him to the vicinity 
of T urner’s home in W hite Heaven, 
settlem ent near Chillicothe.

Turner on

isolated shortcut 
path, he declared. 
W alker said 
th at an argum ent started during 
which T urner struck him with a 
stone. 
“When he stooped over to 
get another stone,” W alker is said 
to have adm itted, “I shot him .” 
He said he shot him through the 
chest first and then through the 
back as he wheeled.

SACRAMENTO. Cal., Aug. 26 — 
(UP) — Sen. William Gibbs Mc- 
Adoo's bid for renomination, back­ 
ed by the endorsement of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, features the Cali­ 
fornia prim ary election Aug. 30. 
In addition, the state this year 
elects a full congressional delega­ 
tion and a complete slate of state 
officials, including governor, lieu­ 
tenant governor and attorney gen­ 
eral. 
Although the senatorial contest 
provides the major national inter­ 
est, the gubernatorial race com­ 
mands the greatest share of state 
attention. 
Democratic forces, bulwarked by 
a commanding lead in party regis­ 
tration, are in a scrambled race for 
the nomination. The vote will be 
divided among five candidates, but 
only State Sen. Culbert L. Olson 
of Los Angeles and Sheriff Daniel 
C. Murphy of San Francisco are 
conceded a chance. 
On the Republican side, Gov. 
Frank F. Merriam, 72-year-old na­ 
tive of Iowa who came up through 
political ranks to the state’s high­ 
est office, is opposed by Lieut- 
Gov. George J. Hatfield. 
Downey Against McAdoo 
McAdoo may encounter strong 
opposition from Sheridan Downey, 
one of California’s original “Roose­ 
velt for President” men and run­ 
ning mate of Upton Sinclair in 
the bitterly fought governorship 
race of 1934. 
Downey polled more than 1,000,- 
000 votes in that fight, which re­ 
united in Sinclair's defeat by Mer­ 
riam. 
Republican candidates for the 
senate position are led by Ray L. 
Riley, state railroad commissioner, 
who is stressing a “common sense” 
approach to government, and Phil­ 
ip Bancroft, son of the historian. 
Bancroft's campaign speeches have 
been enlivered by a forthright a t­ 
tack on New Deal policies and a 
demand for amendments to the 
W agner Labor Relations Aet to 
“give employers a square deal.” 
In his campaign for renomina­ 
tion and re-election Merriam faces 
a hard struggle. Succeeding to the 
office with the death of colorful 
Jam es Rolph, Jr., in 1934, Mer­ 
riam, an experienced campaigner, 
defeated Sinclair iii a campaign 
which laid great emphasis on the 
author’s 
more 
radical 
writings. 
Movie stars were assessed a day's 
salary to fight the “Red Menace.” 
Merriam Denounces C.I.O. 
Apparently on the theory that 
what has been successful might as 
well be used again, the governor 
has directed a series of blasts 
against “Communist-led” l a b o r 
forces, which, he charged, have 
brought the state internal troubles 
Merriam denounced the Commit­ 
tee for Industrial Organisation as 
the source of the trouble. 
His administration of state af­ 
fairs, on the other hand, has been 
attacked by Hatfield and Demo­ 
cratic opponents as extravagant 
and reactionary. 
Most of the governor s fire has 
obviously been aimed 
at Olson, 
whose sympathy with the laobr 
movement has been a m atter of 
record in the state senate and in 
campaign speeches. 
Merriam, ap­ 
parently, believes Olson will be tin 
Democrat who will contest with 
the Republican winner next Fall. 
In the opinion of many non­ 
partisan observers. Olson, a silvery 
hairy man, may be the first Dem­ 
ocrat to occupy the 
governor s 
chair in California since James H. 
Budd in 1894. 
Chairman 
of

Democratic 
party in 1984, the Los Angeles sen­ 
ator came in on Hie End Poverty 
in California popularity wave, the 
celebrated EPIC movement fath­ 
ered by Sinclair. 
Olson Has Labor Backing 
Olson is popular with labor and 
the liberal group in general.

T raffic Patrolm an George Mil- 
dahn w as skeptical until Hughes 
drew from his pocket a piece of 
bloody flesh. 
Five m inutes later the homicide 
squad, led by H ughes to an a p a rt­ 
m ent, found, alm ost nude, her head 
crushed by a rolling pin and a 
hangm an’s noose around her neck, 
the body of Jean M ontgomery, 30. 
W ritten on her body in indelible 
pencil w as: 
“Honey I Love You.” 
There were other notes around the 
room w ritten by H ughes afte r he 
killed her. 
While police studied the death 
scene, 
H ughes 
sat 
dejectedly, 
holding 
his 
head 
between 
his 
hands. 
“She ain’t dead is sh e?” he said. 
•‘How I love th a t w om an!” 
Cam e from Toledo 
Mrs. John Keith, 24; was found 
asleep in* an adjoining room. 
She 
told police th a t the slain woman 
cam e to San Francisco five years 
ago from Toledo, O., w here her 
father is a policeman. 
She said Hughes m et her while 
she still was m arried to a Cen­ 
tralia, W ash., logger, JameB M ont­ 
gomery. H ughes supplied her w ith 
funds for a divorce, Mrs. Keith 
said, and had been living w ith her 
w ith 
the intention of 
m arrying 
her. 
She described H ughes as "aw ­ 
fully jealous" and said he had ac­ 
cused her of going with other men 
while he was a t sea. 
Hughes gave police a statem ent 
after he had been charged with 
first degree m urder.

rem em ber 
hitting her over the head with a 
rolling pin. 
"She cam e a t me w ith it during 
a quarrel,” he said. 
"I took it 
aw ay from her.” 
No Motive Given 
Police said H ughes gave no mo-* 
rive m his signed statem ent other 
than the quarrel. 
In questioning 
at the ap artm ent house he had 
turned to one of his guards and 
said: 
"I 
w arned her- I w arned her 
I d kill her if she didn’t stop run­ 
ning around with guys.” 
One note was on a dresser. 
It 
was stained w ith blood and read:- 
“Sw eetheart 
from 
darling.

love you and only you

love you. 
I am going to give my­ 
self up right now and wall see you 
w herever your m ay go for J love 
you I love you. 
Your daddy Ray. 
“P. S. Call at 303 and get the 
low down.” 
The slaying occurred in room 
302. 
In room 303, police found 
Mrs. K eith asleep, and she gave 
them w hat "low down” she could.

Im m unization First Safety F irst’ Rule

TODAY THE one fundamentally I is done by the hypodermic injection 
necessary preparation for the child 
who enters school for the first time 
is to be immunized against diph­ 
theria. 
By carrying out this procedure on 
a widespread scale, it has been pos­ 
sible almost to wipe this ancient 
scourge oft the face of the earth. 
It is one of the most astonishing 
accomplishments 
of 
the 
modern 
age. 
It takes a moment of thought 
to realize how great -nd important 
the change has been. 
There are, 
indeed, today, few young parents 
who realize the cold grip of fear 
that clutched the heart 
of their 
predecessors— the young parents of 
fifty years ago— when the thought 
of diphtheria came to them. 
The disease would run through 
whole schoolrooms, neighborhoods 
and families, striking down 
the 
children of five to ten years of age,

in most instances. 
When it came, 
there was nothing certain to do 
about it. 
Mothers would sit for 
nights by the beds of the feverish 
little victims, waiting to dislodge 
the membrane if it should cover the 
breathing aperture. This was futile, 
but general gossip made them feel 
they should do it. 
Even so death 
occurred, under the best of circum­ 
stances, in about a third of the 
cases. 
Now all this Is changed. 
The 
Horror is gone 
In the first place, 
if diphtheria does strike, there Is 
antitoxin as a form of treatm ent, 
which, if given early, will save 89 
cases out of a hundred. 
Spread Can Be Controlled 
But far more important than 
that, is that the spread of the dis­ 
ease can be entirely controlled by 


of diphtheria toxoid. 
Toxoid is the 
toxin of diphtheria wrhich has been 
incubated at 38 degrees to 40 de­ 
grees centigrade for four to six 
weeks. 
This causes it to lose its 
toxicity, but it retains its antigenic 
properties—that is, it retains the 
property to cause the body to pro­ 
duce its own antitoxin and immune 
substances against diphtheria. 
It 
is 
recommended 
that 
this 
immunization be given to the in­ 
fant on reaching the age of one 
year, 
it is im perative that it be 
given to children befo-e they enter 
school for the first time 
What this has done to the inci­ 
dence of yie terrific old plague, 
when carried out on a Targe scale, 
is, as I have said at the beginning, 
simply astonishing. 
In well im­ 
munized com munities the disease 
has been reduced to the vanishing 
point. 
Even though it were tc reach the 
vanishing point, however, it must 
still be carried out, because con­ 
tagious diseases have a way of 
sticking around, no matter how lit­ 
tle one sees of them, and breaking 
out at some inopportune moment. 
Nurses entering training schools 
should all also be immunized in this 
way. Especially is thii> true of girls 
coming from rural communities. In 
cities, contact immunity develops 
very widely, but these country-bred 
girls are found to be susceptible to 
diphtheria in about 80 per cent of 
cases.
